RIFFIANS ROUTED 
BY FRENGH FORGES 
UPON WIDE FRONT 


Brilliant Victory Scored 
Against Krim’s Troops 
in Fez District—Fliers 
in 16 Air Raids.

4 Fe-, French Moroces, August 7.—. 


France has answered Abd-El-Krim’s 
apparent indifference to the Franco- 
Spanish peace terms with a_ series | 
of scattered but crushing blows. 

A column of 4,000 French troops 
routed and severely punished 1,000 
Riffian regulars and unfriendly 
tribesmen today in the valley @f the 
Quergha, clearing that area and tMe 
region of Fez El Bali of the enemy 
and permitting an attack to be thade 
on Amargou, the fortified mountain. 

A flying column of 18 companies 
of Senegalese, Aigerian and foreign 
legion troops made up the 4,000 mer 
who assailed the Riffians. The ac- 
tion took place at Kalaa, capital of 
the Sless tribe. The distriet round- 
about has been ravaged for days by 
bands of Abd-El-Krim’s regulars and 
dissident tribesmen. They have been 
driving off cattle and hundreds of 
mules. 

Decide on Major Operation. 

General Billotte decided upon a 
majer operation. I accompanied the 
troops, entering Kalaa as the column 
was moving westward. 

The daring and tenacity of the Rif- 
fians was searcely believable. South 
of Kalaa and in plain view of the 
French, the Riffians fired villages of 
tribesmen friendly to the French in 
broad daylight. 


As Billotte’s column fought its way 
back to Fez, the Riffians concentrated 


inorth of the Ouergha between Fez and 


Kalaa. The entire valley seemed to 
he a huge furnace of ‘smoke from 
guns and burning villages and farms. 
This pall hid the battle lines. Heavy

Bill Passed Friday Pro- 
vides 500 Miles Be Add- 
ed to State-Aid Highway 
System. 


INSPECTION FEE 
EXCESS DEBATED 


| Bill Seeks To Give Fund 


to Agricultural Schools; 
Members Clash on High- 
way Resolution. 


By a vote of 125 to 4, the Geor- 
gia house of representatives Friday 
voted to repeal the state inheritance 
tax which provides for elimination 
of all this levy with the exception of 
the 25 per cent deductible for federal 
taxation. 

The measure has centered consid- 
erable interest for some _weeks and 
unanimous approval of its abolition 
has been voiced in all quarters. The 
bill now goes to the senate for ac- 
tion. 

At its Friday afternoon session 
the house adopted a measure increas- 
ing the state-aid mileage system from 
5,500 to 6,000 miles, the*extra 500 
miles being needed to complete a 
state road system that will connect 
every county seat. 

The lower house also approved a 
minor technical amendment to the 
state school law referring to the sec- 
tion dealing with issuance of bonds 
for new school buildings. 

When the house adjourned shortly 
after 5 o'clock it had begun considera- 
tion of house bill No. 21, in committee 
of the whole. This. measure appro- 
priates the excess from the half-cent 
gasoline inspection fee to the’ agricul~ 
tural edueational institutions of the 
state. The excess amounts to over 
$500,000 annually. 

Substitute Proposed. | 

A substitute measure, introduced by 
Blease, of Brooks, and Wilhoit, of 
Warren, appropriates $500,000 of the 
excess to the common schools and any 
further funds from this source to the 
college of agriculture and the agricul- 
tural experiment stations. 

This measure will be the first busi- . 
ness. when the house convenes at 9 
o'clock this morning. 

After lengthy debate on the classi- 
fication tax bill, which occupied the 
entire morning session, the house 
adopted a motion to postpone further 
consideration of. the bill until 3 
o’clock Monday afternoon, when it 
shall be set as a special order of busi- 
ness continuing until disposed of. 

Debate on the bill during Friday 
grew heated at times, and many mem- 
bers took the floor to support or op- 
pose the measuge.

Lord Curzon of Keddlestone, the 
British foreign minister under Lloyd 
George who died a few months ago 
has donated to the nation some of the 
most valuable collections of letters 
and documents bearing on Napoleon 
and Nelson that are in existence.

If I 
were a corporation without personal 
responsibility or even an “old line” 
life insurance company I might, at 
that, offer ‘the sucker some _ hocus- 
pocus in the shape of diet lists or ad- 
vice about how many cigars or holes 
of golf one in his condition ought to 
try to get along with. There are lots 
of little jokes in that direction which

a conscienceless corporation can play 
but which a doctor hesitates: to in- 
dulge in today.. And after 10 years 
or longer in the newspaper field not 
every doctor remains poor but honest. 
How poor I am almost any of my 
quondam patients could tell you, and 
my honesty I can vouch for - myself. 
So all these beautifully arranged re- 
ports and protocols are Sanskrit to me

HOUSE VOTES REPEAL 
INHERITANCE TAX

Speaker Neill ruled that it was a 
privileged resolution and must lie 
on the table for a day. Lindsay, of 
DeKalb, moved that it be referred 
to the highways committee, apd Cul- 
pepper, of Fayette, moved that it be 
tabled. 

At this point Miller, of Mucogee, 
appealed from the decision of the 
chair, charging that efforts were be- 
ing made to “keep. this house from 
securing the full facts concerning 
the highway department.” On vote 
the chair was upheld. 

When the classification bill was 
taken up, Linder and Lanier, of Co- 
lumbia, led the opposition. ‘The for- 
mer declared that the classification 
measure would result in higher taxes 
for real estate and appealed for its 
defeat. Lanier, saying that the bill 
was fundamentally right but that it 
went too far, contended it should 
leave to future legislatures the ques- 


tion of what classes of property 
should be segregated. 
Davis, of DeKalb, branded the 


classification tax as “class legisla- 
tion,” charging that it was not in- 
tended to lower ad valorem taxes but 
was designed to raise more revenue. 
He declared it would benefit corpora- 
tions and big money but would in- 
crease the ad talorem tax. 

MeClure, of Walker, defended the 
measure, denying it would exempt any 
class of property and asserting that it 
had been tried -with success in other 
states. On motion of Jones, of Meri- 
wether, further consideration of the 
bill was postponed. 

17-Mill Tax Limti. 

Among bills introduced in the house 
Friday were two by Miller which seek 
to limit county taxes to 17 -mills. 
One seeks to amend the constitution 
so as to limit taxing power of coun- 
ties, and the other would fix the date 
of such limit as January 1, 1926. 

Daniel, of Troup, rose to a point of 
personal privilege and with reference 
to failure of his two measures calling 
for reorganization of the highway de- 
partment, charged that “the machin- 
ery of this house is so organized that 
constructive legislation cannot be 
brought out of committees if depart- 
ments affected don’t want them re- 
ported out.” He said that the high- 
way department has long been the sub- 
ject of criticism. and he appealed to 
members “‘to do something to correct 
the evils in the state.” 

Chairman Turner, of the highways 
committee, expressed regret that the 
committee’s action had been the sub- 
ject of complaint, adding that he was 
confident that the Daniel bills were 
given thorough and unbiased consid- 
eration by the subcommittee to which 
they were referred.

There would be no question as to 
the constitutionality of a registration

Numerous other instances of clas- 
sification taxes could. be given which 
would be simple in their operations, 
requiring no complicated machinery, 
would not be burdensome and would 
help to distribute the burdens of 
government, through taxation, equit- 
ably and fairly. 


Administrative Measures Required. 

One of the strongest arguments in 
favor of the proposed segregation and 
classification system of taxation is 
that it can be enforced without the 
creation of a large number of addi- 


tional tax officers. In every case 
the tax returns can be to be 


tax ver, as other property tax 
returns are now made. Blanks could 
be provided for the listing of stocks, 
bonds, notes, mortgages and accounts 
or other intangible assets. The time 
of the tax payer is not taken in mak- 
ing a complicated return or in spend- 
ing useless hours explaining the de- 
tails of a complicated income tax re- 
turn. Penalties at full rate of tax- 
ation, or even higher, including local 
taxes against the owners of intangible 
assets who fail to make returns, or 
honest returns, could be levied, and 
such penalties would be so severe and 
so easily enforced, that it is hardly 


dodge the return of such property, 
particularly as the burdens of tax- 
ation thereon are relatively so light. 

We all know that frequently the 
revenue to be derived from taxes is 
largely consumed by the complicated 
machinery and large number of en- 
forcement officers created by the tax- 
ing power of the state to assess and 
collect taxes. A system which ean 
avoid this burdensome administration 
should be welcomed by all. 

The longer the general assembly 
neglects or fails to adopt a classifica- 
tion tax, that much longer will un- 
fairness and inequality of the present 
taxing system of the state which per- 
mits all intangible property to prac- 
tically escape all taxation continue. 

Can the general assembly ignore 
this fact and fail to listen to the voice 
of fairness and equity with which 
the tax payers and people of the 


state are now so continuously crying 
out? | | 


PEPPER CANNERS 
BEGIN. OPERATIONS 
SOON AT JACKSON 


Jackson, Ga., August 7.—(Special.) 
The Georgia Pimento Canners, Inc., 
will begin operation of their factory 
in Jackson next week, according to 
announcement.

MAINTENANCE COST 
AT SOLDIERS’ HOME

Total receipts for the Confederate 
Soldiers’ Home in Atlanta during 
1924 were $51.100.79, according to 
the annual audit just completed by 
Sam J. Slate, state auditor. 

The balance on December 31, 1924, 
was $5,163.06, which was $472.02 
less than the balance on January 1, 
1924. Of the disbursements’ the 
largest item, $17,896.66, was for pro- 
visions, while the second largest, $9,- 
071.42, was for salaries. 

The approximate average number 
of inmates during the year was 104, 
and the maintenance cost for each 
inmate averaged $418.56 a year, or 
$1.15 a day. These figures compared 
with 1923 show a slight decrease 
when the maintenance cost for each 
inmate was $421.68 a year, or $1.16 
a day..

WHEATPRIESSOAR' 
ON BiG BUYING 


Chicago, August 7.—(4)—Wheat 
soared today to an extreme of 17 3-8 
cents a bushel above the closing fig- 
ures of a week ago and 65-8 cents up 
from yesterday’s finish. Big buying 
in which houses with eastern connec- 
tions took the lead accelerated the 
rise, and so, too, did indications that 
wheat is rapidly moving out of Chi- 
cago, with other cities competing for 
supplies in territory which usually 
sends its wheat here. 

Closing prices for wheat today were 
buoyant, 3 1-4 to 6 1-4 net higher. 
September 165 7-8 to 1661-8 and 
December 164 1-4 to 164 1-8. Corn 
finished unchanged to 3-8 cents high- 
er, oats at 1-8 cent decline to an equal 


It was somewhat of a wavering 
market during the first hour, and at 
one time all deliveries showed some 
sethack as compared with yesterday's 
close, but the relative strength dis- 
plaved by both August and September 
wheat ked soon to a right-about-face 
movement by recent heavy sellers said 
to include a prominent New York 
trader. At this stage values began 
to mount all around, and in the last 
half hour went skyward in good ear- 
nest after estimates became current 
that fake clearances of wheat from 
Chicago next week would reach a to- 
tal of 2,000,000 or more. 

Talk of a corner in wheat became 
prevalent in some quarters, and it 
was pointed out that the lake ship- 
ments expected to be made from Chi- 
cago next week would reduce by half 
the supposed ggregate of wheat 
taken up in settlement of July ac- 
counts by the largest holder of wheat 
here. The lake shipments were ¢en- 
erally regarded as likely to increase 
to a serious extent the difficulties of 
effecting deliveries: on September con- 
tracts here, and meanwhile much at- 
tention was given to unfavorable crop 
conditions of late in Canada and in 
Europe as well. .

New York, August 7.—(#)—The 
story of 12-year-old Sylvia Mullen 
that Edward W. Browning, wealthy 
realtor, had promised to adopt her, 
was denied today by Browning.
